SITUATION IN CYPRUS AS OF 0600 EDT, JULY 31 

GENEVA FOR BUFFUM 

1. UN SECURITY COUNCIL: THE SECURITY COUNCIL MAY MEET IN 
THE LATE MORNING TODAY. SYG WALDHEIM WAS PERSUADED NOT TO 
CALL A MEETING LATE LAST NIGHT TO DISCUSS THE GENEVA DECLARA- 
TION. THE SYG IS AGITATED ABOUT THE INCREASED MANDATE EN- 
VISIONED FOR THE UNFICYP IN ARTICLE 3 OF THE DECLARATION. 
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WALDHEIM WANTS AUTHORITY FROM SECURITY COUNCIL BEFORE COM- 
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MITTING UNFICYP TO ACTIONS ENVISIONED IN ARTICLE 3. USUN 
PREDICTS A STORMY SESSION OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL IF AND 
WHEN IT MEETS. (CONFIDENTIAL/EXDIS) 

2. MILITARY SITUATION IN CYPRUS: THE CEASE-FIRE ON CYPRUS 
APPARENTLY IS BEING OBSERVED. UNITED NATIONS OBSERVERS 
REPORTED ONLY SCATTERED SHOTS WERE HEARD DURING THE NIGHT 
AND THERE WERE NO KNOWN MOVEMENTS OF TROOPS. THE UNFICYP 
COMMANDER IS ARRANGING A MEETING TODAY BETWEEN GREEK, TURKISH 
AND UNFICYP REPRESENTATIVES IN WHICH THEY WILL ATTEMPT TO 
ESTABLISH THE CEASE-FIRE LINE. SOME DELAY IN ARRANGING THE 
MEETING IS EXPECTED BY THE UNFICYP COMMANDER. EXAGGERATED 
CLAIMS BY THE ADVERSARIES AND UNFICYP'S LACK OF ACCURATE AND 
RELIABLE INFORMATION MAY HANDICAP A QUICK AGREEMENT ON THE 
CEASE-FIRE LINE BOUNDARY (UNCLASSIFIED) 

3. GENEVA: ACCORDING TO WIRE SERVICE REPORTS, MR. MAVROS, 

GREEK FOREIGN MINISTER, SAID INTERIM CYPRIOT PRESIDENT. 

GLAVKOS CLERIDES. WOULD ATTEND THE AUGUST 8 MEETING IN 
GENEVA, WHICH WILL DETERMINE "THE WAY IN WHICH CYPRUS WILL 
BE GOVERNED." MR. MAVROS ALSO PREDICTED THAT CYPRIOT VICE- 
PRESIDENT JUFDENKTASH WOULD REPRESENT THE TURKISH CYPRI- 
OTS AT THAT SAME MEETING. THE FOREIGN MINISTER WAS TOLD 

BY ARCHBISHOP MAKARIOS THAT THE ARCHBISHOP "HAD NO INTENTION
